Inventor Coates Afraid to Loosen © ped Powers 
of Unique Vehicle When Spectators Throng

Hundreds of pedestrians and auto- 
mobilists stopped on Lindell boule- 
vard, between De Baliviere 
and Skinker road, Saturday. morning, 
to watch the operation of a vehicular 
device known as the aero-unicycle. 
Four men were manning the mys- 
terious stranger. As they alternately 
rode and pushed it out Lindell avenue 
there was a craning of necks frem 
windows. Everybody who caught a 
glimpse of the machine wanted to see 
more of it. 

The machine was given its first 
outdoor test on the level stretch’ on 
Lindell, between Skinker and De Bal- 
iviere. Owing to the crowd of spec- 
tators the inventors were afraid to 
speed it up. 

The machine is the joint invention of 
Clinton Coates and William McDonald 
and its rated speed capacity is 12 miles 
a minute. With crowds on the street, 
Coates, who was testing the machine, 
was afraid to attempt high speed, as the 
propeller blades might strip the spokes 
out of a passing automobile or cut the 
leg off of a pedestrian. 

The aero unicycle consists of one nig 
aluminum wheel, 6 feet high. The wheel 
is banded with a solid rubber tire. A 
framework similiar to that of a motor- 


avenue 





cycle is built within the wheel, and u 
7-horsepower gasoline engine affords the 
motive power for the 36-inch propeller. 

The aero unicycle, with rider, weighs 
about 400 pounds. The wheel will cover 
a mile in 2650 revolutions, and, as the 
engine is capable of driving the wheel 
5000 revolutions a minute, the inventors 
have figured that the machine has a 
speed capacity of 12 miles a minute or 
720 miles an hour. 

At that speed, on a specially construct- 
ed track, the operator could go from 
New York to San Fraicisco in 4 hours 
and 10 minutes, or from St. Louis to 
New York in 1 hour and 23 minutes. 

The aero-unicycle was built in a shop 
at Eighteenth street and Park avenue. 
Coates intended to get to the Lindell 
avenue course about daybreak Saturday 
and test the machine before anybody 
was up. He was delayed and the crowds 
became to great that he was unable to 
give the machine a fair speed test. 

The unicycle will be built for racing 
purposes for the present and will be 
entered in several races throughout the 
United States and Austrdlia during the 
summer. Engineers from Washington 
University and several railroads have 
inspected the unicycle and declared that 
it was a thoroughly practical vehicle. 

The term aero is given to the name 
because the propeller is similar to that 
used in aeroplanes.

URCIGN SHIP 
LINES SUED UNDE 
ANTL-TRUST LAW 


'Government Alleges Complete 
Monopoly of Trade Between 
United States and Orient. 








WASHINGTON, March 30.—An- 
nouncement today that the Government 
had filed an anti-trust sult against sev- 


eral of the big steamship companies 
transporting freight between the Atlan- 
tic Coast of the United States and the 
Far East by the Suez Canal comes as 
the result of a comprehensive investi- 
gation into the general steamship con- 
ditions. Alleged pools and agreements 
covering other phases of American 
ocean trade are being investigated. 

The papers prepared for filing allege 
that several big steamship companies 
have acquired a complete monopoly of 
transportation of freight between the 
United States and the Far East by 
water. The defendants named in the 
papers are: 

American-Asiatic Steamship Co. of 
Maine, its officers, and Shewan, Tomes 
& Co. of Great Britain, said to control 
this company. 

The Anglo-American Oil Co. of Great 
Britain. 

Thomas B. Royden of Liverpool, En- 
gland, owner of a large number of 
steamships.

Appears Before Tax Board 
With Realty Experts. 





SEVERAL. EXPERTS SPEAK 





General Opinion Is That Valua- 
tidns Have Been Placed Above 
Proper Figures. 





A delegation of Washington avenue 
merchants appeared Saturday morning 
before the Board of Equalization pro- 
testing against the increase of prices 
on Washington avenue real estate, be- 
tween Broadway and Tenth street. The 
spokesmen for the merchants were Wil- 
liam Giraldin, John H. Zeibig and F. 
G. Farish, real estate dealers. 


Among the twenty or more protesting 
merchants who were present were Sig- 
mund Baer of the Grand-Leader, and 
Col. Moses Schoenberg of the Barr- 
Famous Co. 

Geraldin ceclared 
chants ossume and pay taxes in the 
rental values. He said that there 
had been an increase in 1910 of about 
100 per cent on taxing values, in 1911 
of 35 per cent, and this year about 
enother 25 per cent, and that this was 
unjustified when the real conditions| 
wefe known. 

He said that the values on Wash- 
ington avenue had increased to some 
extent, and the sales of proporty in 
the district in question had apparent- 
ly inereased also, but in reality, if the 
truth were known, most of the so-called 
sales were not sales, but trades. They 
Were not cash transactions, and do not 
show a real increase in the values of 
the property. Some few good leases 
had been made, but in these the bur- 
den of the heavy taxes was borne by’ 
the company or person that signed the 
lease. 

FF, G. Farish said that the actual val- 
ues of property on Sixth street and on 
Broadway had gone back in the last 
few years. J. H, Zeibig, in speaking of 
real estate prices at Fifth and Wash- 
ington, said: ‘“‘Broadway is dead, and 
taxes should go back to where they 
were three years ago. Buyers cannot 
be found in the market now for the 
property around that section, and in 
the last three years there hag only been 
One real sale in that district.”” He re- 
ferred ‘to the prices on Olive street, 
where a boom for a few years had sent 

e gpthe prices sky-high, and then they 
rent gliding back again. He said they 

anat® likely to do the sameé thing on 
ashington avenue. 

ol. Schoenberg, in speaking of the 
Famous lease, said that the merchant 
who signs the lease always has to pay 
the taxes, and that in 1910 the Famous 
company had to pay $6000, in 1911 $7000 
and this year $800, whic was entirely 
out of reason, considering the dimin- 
ished value of the property. 

That leases were still good business 
propositions in the district in question 
Was brought out forcibiy by Dhustrict 
Assessor Bohle. He questioned Gus 
Frank, brother of Nathan Frank, who 
Was present and owns the southwest 
corner of Broadway and Washington 
avenue, ‘concerning a lease there. Bohle 
Baid that he leased the corner to the

While the business is stronger and 
the receipts larger in St. Louis than 
ever before, the number of shows is 
hardly more than one-half what it was 
two years ago. As compared with the 
116 shows of today, there were, at this 
time in 1910, 208 shows. 


A year hence, Crawford predicts, the 
number will be 80 or 9.

The decrease, Crawford explained, is 
due to the drawing of large crowds by 
the bigger shows, which can afford *» 
pay for high-priced vaudeville perform- 
ers, while the moving picture business 
depends for success in part on the loca- 
tion of shows in residence neighbor- 
hoods, so that show-goers need not pay 
carfare, it has been found that some 
neighborhoods have more shows than 
they will support, and the tendency is 
to desert the more modest exhibitions 
for the pretentious ones, with expensive 
special attractions. 

Most of the show houses are owned ivy 
companies, and the number of  S8t. 
Louisans holding stock in these con- 
cerns is estimated at 6000, 

HE success of the moving picture 
7 shows has had a marked effect on 
St. Louis theater attendance, and 
it is believed that the “upper house’”’ 
business of the theaters, the sale of 
seats in balcony and gallery, has been 
reduced by one-third or one-half. That 
the “lower house,’’ or parquet attend- 
ance has also been affected is shown by 
the presence of automobiles in front of 
many of the shows at night, indicating 
that persons are attending who could 
well afford to go to more expensive en- 
tertainments. 

Havlin’s and the Imperial Theaters 
have been closed for the greater part 
of the past season. These formerly 
were among the most prosperous of St. 
Louis playhouses. In the other houses 
it is found that notable attractions are 
required to draw crowds, and that me- 
diocre attractions, which drew fairly 
well in past seasons, will not now “get 
by.”

Farmer Eavesdropper on Tele- 
phone Tells of Hearing of Kill- 
ing of Martin Hunning. 
BODY’S POSITION TOLD 
Witness Saw Mrs. Hunning and 


Accused at Picnics, Drinking 
Soda and Dancing. 





Barney Koenert, a Sugar Creek farm- 
er, was the first witness for the State 
in the case of Joseph Seidel, charged 
with the murder of Martin Hunning, at 
the opening of. the case in the Jefferson 
County Court at Hillsboro Saturday. He 
told of conditions he found when he 
and two other men reached the Hun- 
ning home shortly after Hunning was 
shot on the night of Dec. 9 and of asso- 
clation he had observed of Seidel and 
Hunning’s wife. 

Prosecuting Attorney Albert Miller, in 
his opening statement to the jury, said 
the State expected to prove that Seidol 
and Mrs. Hunning conspired to kil! 
Hunning, and that Seidel crept through 
the darkness to the Hunning home and 
shot and killed Hunning as he stood at 
the telephone in his home. 

Eavesdropped on Telephone. 

Koenert testified that he lived about 
a mile from the Hunning home at Sugar 
Creek and that the night of the murdcr 
he was listening on the telephone line 
when he heard someone say that Hun- 
ning had been shot. He hurried to the 
Hunning home and reached it at the 
same time as two other neighbors. 

Koenert said he found Hunning lying 
dead on the floor with his feet under 
the telephone and his head toward the 
center of the room. Mrs. Hunning was 
sitting in the room. Hunning had been 
shot in the back of the head and sev- 
eral of the shot had struck the trans- 
mitter and the box of the telephone. 

The sewing machine, he said, was 
sitting under the south window. There 
was a table im the middle of the room 
and a lamp on it. The glass of the 
south window had been shattered and 
a few shot had struck the west win- 
dow. 

The theory of the State is that Mrs. 
Hunning placed the machine at the 
south window and placed the lamp on 
it so that Seidel could see to shoot 
Hunning. Koenert was asked if the 
machine had been in the same position 
when he visited the Huaning home 
before and said it had been, at#iffer- 
ent times, on three sides of the ‘room. 

Drank Soda Together. 

Koenert said he had seen Seidel and 
Mrs. Hunning together four or five 
times at picnics. One in particular that 
he remembered was the Rock Creek 
Church picnic, where Koenert. had 
charge of the soda water stand. Sel- 
del and Mrs. Hunning. he said, drank 
soda together and talked together and 
he saw them dancing together. 

The witness said he occasionally vis- 
ited the Hunning home to play penuchle 
and that he often saw Seidel there and 
that Seidel and Hunning seemed to be 
good friends. 

The courtroom was crowded. Among 
the spectators were 15 or 20 women. 
The State has called about 75 witnesses, 
but not all.of them will be put on 
the stand, and Prosecuting Attorney 
Miller expects'to finish the State's case 
Saturday night.

Reconstruction of the building goinz 
on during tiie inclement weather, when 
such repairs subject sick patients to 
unnecessary exposure, endangers lives 
and should be condemned. Medical in- 
struments and utensils of various kinds 
were found thick with dust, unswept 
floors were frequent and general disre- 
gard of sanitation was often noticeable. 

There was evidence of bad manage- 
ment in the kitchen, where part of 
the floor was covered with unclean 
matter, cooked food cooled in the open 
windows, and food yet uncooked ex- 
posed to the dust and dirt. The fact 
that this kitchen is being used only 
temporarily does not seem to us suf- 
ficient justification for the above men- 
tioned conditions. 

We are of the opinion that the general 
wage paid is entirely inadequate, which 
statement is borne out by the frequent 
and demoralizing changes in the person- 
je] of the institution. This applies not 
only to the attendants, but to the medi- 
eal side as well. More efficient help 
could and should be procured at a high- 
er ware. 

We desire to call the attention to a 
growing abuse of the _ incorporating 
power—namely, the incorporation of 
clubs termed by the police and press, 
lid clubs. In many cases viciously in- 
clined persons have been granted by the 
courts and the State officials incorpor- 
ation papers for clubs. 

We learn that a large majority of 
these socalled social clubs are sim- 
ply being used to evade the dramshop 
nud excise license laws; they are also 
the means of constantly violating our 
Sunday laws; they are also the breed- 
ers of gross immoralities in our com- 
munity and we learn that at a num- 
ber of them intoxicating liquors have 
been sold to minors and the mingling 
of both sexes behind guarded doors 
occur. 

Testimony given before us showed that 
youths under age, wio prid no dues or 
could even be classed as members of

the club, were furnished liquor. The 
lateness that this matter was brought 
before us, and the consideration of oth- 
er duties which limited our time, pre- 
vented us from bringing this matter to 
a point where we could prosecute of- 
fending clubs and officials, and we re- 
spectfully suggest that the succeeding 
grand jury have their attention called 
to this grave menace to our youth and 
city. ‘It would seem that if these clubs 
were placed under supervision, similar 
to that exercised by the Excise Com- 
missioner, these evils would possibly be 
materially abated.

Attendance Officer Says High 
Cost of Living Closes Books 
for Children. 


Quinn, chief attendance of- 
jurisdiction over the public 
and the parochial schools of St. Louis, 
said that investigation has proved to 
him the truth of the statement that 29 
children a day are being taken from 
the schools of St. Louis to work in of- 
fices, stores and factories on reaching 
the age of 14. 

This statement published in last Sat- 
urday’s Post-Dispatch had been ques- 
tioned in some quarters. 

“There can be no doubt of the cor- 
rectness of this estimate,’ said Quinn. 
It is probably rather conservative than 
ctherwise. I believe that in a majority 
of cases the children are taken from 
school only when the actual needs cf 
the family demand it. I do not think 
that, as has heen suggested, 
of parents prompts them to deprive their 
children of an education. 

“There is unquestionably a relation 
between the high cost of living and ihe 
withdrawal of children from scnool. Of 
course, there are cases where the reck- 
less habits of fathers or the extrava- 
gance of mothers makes this action 
seem necessary. But in most instances 
it is a plain case of want. 

“Since Jan. 1 we have been super- 

vising the attendance at parochial! 
schools. I believe the proportion of 
withdrawals is 4s great in those schools 
as in the public schools. Under the law 
we cannot compel children to go to 
school after they are 14. To children‘ 
below that age we are not granting 
exemptions for any reason. 
“As a rule charitable organizations 
will not give help to a family if the 
oldest unemployed child is more than 
14 years old. This causes many of the 
withdrawals and shows that in manv 
instances the only reason for takin: 
the child out of school is the high cost 
of living.”

Cleveland Pardoned Him and He 
Spent Rest of Life With Rare 
Collection of Books.

NEW YORK, March 30.—The death in 
a secluded Brooklyn suburb of James 
Dean Fish, 93 years old, became known 
today through announcements today in 
the newspapers. 

Fish was president of the old Marine 
Bank, the failure of which in 1884 was 
marked by scenes of disorder never be- 
fore equaled in Wall street. The closing 
of the bank swept away the savings of 
Gen. U. 8S.

Gen. Grant, never a _ keen business 
man, was deceived and finally there 
came the fitful fizzle in Wall street, fol- 
lowed by the crash. 

After his release from prison on a 
pardon granted by President Cleveland, 
Fish lived in strict seclusion and spent 
much of his time in his library. He 
had a rare collection of books and old 
prints.

Delegate Ebrecht Would Give’ 
Assembly Power ‘“‘to Fix’ 
Instead of “Regulate” Rates. 


An ordinance seeking to prevent fu- 
ture court decisions and misunderstand- 
ings based on the powers of the Public 
Service Commission to recommend the 
“regulation” of rates of public utility 
corporations was introduced Friday 
night in the House of Delegates by Dele- 
gate Ebrecht. The measure provides 
for the amendment of the present ordi- 
nance defining the duties of the com- 
mission by inserting the words “to fix” 
in front of the word “regulate.” 

The ordinance authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a Public Service Commission 
follows the State law and provides that 
the commission may make investigations 
tending to show what reasonable rates 
or charges may be made so that the 
Municipal Assembly may “regulate” 
rates.

New York University, lays bare 

the foibles and graces of a certain ele- 

ment in society, in his romance of New 

York life with the title ‘“‘He That Is 
Without Sin,” 

We have a steel magnate, fat and vul- 
gar, tossing down cocktails and cold 
pints of champagne every time he comes 
onthe scene; a rising young politician, 
who ruins his chances by becoming en- 
tangled with a woman who has been the 
plaything of a Tammany leader; a rail- 
road magnate, also an inveterate tip- 
pler; a young Baptist preacher with a 
deformed hand, his deformity being the 
cause of his devotion to the outcasts of 
the slums; another woman adventurer, 
who kills the man who has cast her off; 
a tailor with a permanently diseased 
foot, due to day and night toil at the 
sewing machine, and his attractive 
daughter who goes wrong because the 
family output is not sufficient to main- 
tain her in ‘finery while her brother 
goes to night college. 

We wade through many chapters hop- 
ing for some relief to the regime of 
vulgarity and folly. It comes about 
when the tragedy which ought to be and 
often is the fruit of such lIiving visits 
these people. Redeeming features mak 
their appearance in the characters of 
the persons in the drama. The swilling 
magnates unite their efforts with those 
of the preacher to save the murderess 
from life imprisonment and incidentally 
do some good work for the ‘‘submerged 
tenth.” It is Zolaesque realism, with 
glimpses of something better than Is to 
be found in most of Zola’s novels. No 
explanation is offered for the fact that 
Dr. Haubold writes under the pseudo- 
nym of “Ivan Trepoff,” while the ad- 
vance notices give him own name and 
standing. (Cosmopolitan.) 


COMMON SENSE WITH BABIES.

That was true 
of “The Brass Bowl,’’ and “‘The Glad- 
stone Bag’ and half a dozen others 
and it is true of his newest tale, “The 
Bandbox.”’ 

The plot opens in London where Staff, 
a successful artist, is about to start 
home. He books for the same steamer 
upon which his fiancee, Allison Landis, 
has taken passage back home after 
buying a famous pearl necklace in Eu- 
rope. Some mysterious person has sad- 
died upon Staff a bandbox containing 
an expensive hat and he reluctantly de- 
cides to keep it, supposing some friend 
would call for it. The rest of the story 
centers about the haps and mishaps of 
this bandbox and its contents. 

On board the steamship the famous 
necklace is reporfed stolen, a rival ap- 
pears to be winning the favor of Alli- 
son, Staff becomes interested in another 
beautiful girl and nonplussed over the 
strange conduct of his cabin mate, the 
slangy Mr. Iff.

The trouble has been that the man 
of business has not believed in his 
calling; he has deferred to priests 
and soldiers; he has caught the con- 
tagion of the glory-seekers. His 
mind has been elsewhere than on- his 
work. He has fed the hungry, some 
of them. and clothed the naked ab- 
stractediv; he has tamed fierce wil- 
dernesses, but he has not cared for 
the people that should inhabit them; 
he has built ships, railroads, Suez 
Canals, in an 
thinking of 
power, politics, 


absent-minded way. 
other things, of money, 

social esteem, caste, 
colleges, carriages. We have not yet 
geen a modern man of business. We 
have had merchant princes to spare, 
but not yet a prince of merchants. 


The ideal man of business, then, if we 
read Mr. Ferguson aright, will take the 
profit for granted; it will not be his 
first thought. Profit and honor will 


‘come to him as the fitting and inevitable 


result of his consecration to his work, 
which is to do that part of the business 
of the world which lies within his prov- 
ince with absolute honesty and abso- 
lute devotion to the public whom he 
serves. 

This, according to Mr. Ferguson, will 
give us democracy. This is the divine 
adventure, which has been lost sight of 
in setting up abstractions and dreaming 
dreams of power, of glory, of personal 
honor and profit. 

“The invitation (to become such ideal 
business men) is not for those who 
would like in the intervals of other busi- 
ness to do a little good, but for those 
that love the risks of faith and the di- 
vine adventure * * * and can _ lose 
themselves in their enterprise, and live 
hard and like it.”’ (Kennerly.) 


“LEE, THE AMERICAN.” 
AMALIEL BRADFORD JR. joins 
(3 the long procession of those who 
have become so fascinated by 
the extraordinary character of the great 
Confederate leader that they have felt 
the call to give their observations to 
the world. Mr. Bradford makes no pre- 
tense to turn biographer but outlines his 
task as that of the psychographer, the 
portrayer of a great soul. Interest is 
added to the work by the fact that the 
author is a Northerner, but he has ac- 
corded his subject full sympathy and 
treated it with an understanding and 
eloquence that impart a great charm to 
the work. He has gathered in the book 
a wealth of picturesque and moving in- 
cidents that illuminate the man. 

Mr. Bradford was struck by wonder 
that Lee should be so great. even in de- 
feat. He found that character was the 
cause—character that can be neither 
glorified by triumph nor stained nor 
broken by disaster. The goal of the 
author's ambition is to paint Lee so 
that the world can see him as he has 
seen him. His chapter headings give a 
good idea of his handling of the sub- 
ject: ‘‘Lee Before the War;” “The 
Great Decision;”’ ‘‘Lee and Davis;”’ ‘‘Lee 
and the Confederate Government; 
and His Army:;’’ ‘‘Lee and Jackson;”’ 
‘‘Lee in Battle:’’ ‘“‘Lee as a General:”’ 
‘‘Lee’s Social and Domestic Life;’’ ‘‘Lee’s 
Spiritual Life;’’ ‘‘Lee After the War.” 

Each of these chapters is a complete 
and independent study of a particular 
phase of the subject’s character.

PRESBYTERIAN LEADERS. 


EV. HENRY ALEXANDER 
WHITE has admirably combined 


the work of the biographer and 
historian in ‘Southern Presbyterian 
Leaders,” a work of 476 pages with 19 
illustrations. Beside the concisely told 
life stories of Makenzie, Davies, Wad- 
del and many other notable figures of 
Presbyterianism, the important connec- 
tion of the denomination with the his- 
tory of the revolution and the Civil 
War is ably told. 

The separation of the Southern from 
the Northern church in 1861 is discussed 
in the dispassionate spirit of the true 
historian. This branch of the church 
insisted then, as now, on the severance 
of church and state, and it neither un- 
dertook, as a body, to uphold slavery 
nor to support the Confederacy. It sim- 
ply left what it termed political ques- 
tions to be decided outside the church. 
At the same time, the work done by 
this church for the evangelization of 
the negroes is emphasized. 

There were some mighty fighting men 
among these spiritual descendants of 
the Covgpanters, and the biography and 
portrait of Stomewall Jackson form one 
of the most interesting parts of this 
work. (Neale.)

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OUR WATCH ON THE RIO GRANDE, 

Gen. Dias sailed east from Vera Cruz firm in the 
belief that posterity would vindicate him. Leas 
thap a year afterward Mexico has undertaken to 
vindicate him in haste, as if jealous of entrusting 
the duty to posterity or delaying it beyond the 
aged exile’s own life. 

A bigger battle than any fought during Madero’s 
rebellion, and one of the biggest fought on Mexi- 
can soil since the French occupation, has just 
ended. With Orozco’s base at Chihuahua, several 
hundred rebels under Campa pressed on to Escalon 
and were reinforced to several thousand. The 
Federals, with a base at Torreon, had their ad- 
vance at Jimenez. The two advance detachments 
came into collision about midway between Chihua- 
hua and Torreon, with the result that, instead of 
the poorly equipped rebels being hurled back on 
Chihuahua, the better armed Federals were hurled 
back on Torreon. After this victory the rebel re- 
sources in men and munitions will increase rap- 
idly. Chaos is already in sight. 

Under the conditions he had to deal with, the 
kind of government Diaz maintained was really 
not a matter of choice with him. Despotism was 
the price Mexico paid to be saved the destruction 
of war and the vastly greater losses due to war's 
paralysis of business. Is it worth the price? It 
seems to be until the same end can be gained 
by better means.

I have been employed on street car work in all 
the prominent cities in the United States and 
Canada and am familiar with all types of cars 
used today, and on 50 per cent of these the very 
dangerous automatic overhead switch that “A 
Victim” alludes to has been done away with in 
favor of the more modern automatic switch, 
which the motorman cuts in on the front vesti- 
bule. By means of a magnetic connection beneath 
the car the explosion in the front vestibule, which 
has caused many to be disfgured for life by its 
burns, and which “A Victim” alludes to, has been 
conveyed to the magnetic switeh-under the car.

matic switch, the same as used in St. Louis, an- 
swers two purposes—one, to furnish a switch to 
break the current from the motorman’s controller 
to the motors beneath the car; second, a magnetic 
switch throws this switch off automatically in 
case of a damaged motor or in case a motorman 
feeds more current through the controller than 
the motors can respond to without damaging 
them. 

On the new style switch the two are separated, 
the magnetic auto feature being placed under the 
car and the current breaker switch allowed to 
remain in the vestibule with the motorman for 
his convenience. When explosion takes place it 
does so underneath the car and all that is heard 
in the car or in the vestibule is a faint nolse sim- 
ilar to One snapping the finger and thumb. There 
are no fainting ladies or motormen and vestibule 
passengers disfigured for life by the loss of 
sight, of which we have had several cases in this 
country. I was employed in Milwaukee last year 
as a motorman, There I used these new style 
switches, therefore, I know of which I speak.
